Then the speaker cont nued "what 
we need above all th nps to-day is a 
\vell«-equlppcd mltti-siry" Dr. Dor.s.'.d 
mentioned the fact that m, rt'sterf are 
so busy w th consultations, committees 
etc. that when Sunday comes they 
have hardly a Thought for the most 
important part of their work. 

"Our age haN produced no çrea: 
preacher, there has been an eclipse in 
the ptliplt why is tho? "U Is Kx-ause 
graduates are coming out in thousands, 
Scholars In scores'' The pulpit is no 
place for "half-baked philosophers." 

The speaker proceeded to emphasue 
tho i mportance of ta kng life seriously 
from the beginning "and thereby build- 
ing up tho power of thinking clearly.' 
'There s no gTe.iter enemy of re! glon 
or of progposs than an Uliexlucttied 
mind." Ignorance leads a man to ssiy 
that a church is national in tho same 
sense I hut the Church of Scotland 
national, (niiplavfsc) 

And when you come to preach, ser- 
mons Hunk lor youiYtelvos.'' "Ave d all 
helps and frameworks of .services'' 
Thou the speaker attacked the popular 
evasion' 1 of the day. gipno,, shows 
gossip etc. Then in oonplndlng he urged 
iho students to "se# mid know God 
before we load our people to him"

Many and various are the. reasons for our presence here, 
and a host of differing purposes are our ends. Rut besides all 
oflier reasons that urge us to spend four or five years at the 
University usually lies the desire for a broader conecption of 
life. We rely upon our college acquaintanceships to increase our 
l^owlocige »nd expérience in many ways, especially as regards 
tlie many different ideas and attitudes that are. held about life. 

A professor remarked to us recently that races progress 
most whose contacts are made among types very different from 
themselves. The same holds true among individuals: the larger 
the number of our contacts among men of very different ideas 
and traditions and customs, the greater will be. the gain to our 
character. Students at McGill should remember in this relation 
■that to them is afforded an onporlunity which probably no 
■other university in Canada may offer, ncmely that, of estab- 
lishing a number of contacts with men whose culture lias been 
vastly different, and who represent a set of conditions and con- 
cepts" varying greatly from our own. Besides the students here 

,from all parts of America and of Europe we are so fortunate 
as to have representatives from India. China and Japan. These 
men and women student? from far off lands, can indeed give us 
■contacts thai are "different." 

We have noticed a tendency among a few McGill students 

-to se«k. establish, and maintain relationships with only those of 
.their own color, class and creed. To all such we would recall the 
splendid opportunity which McGill is offering: an opportunity 
which, if seized upon, will assuredly result in a wider experi- 
ence and a clearer vision of the values of this life.
